11 requesting on behalf of Dr. Ricardo Ofrtivaros in- 
formation concerning the detention in Argenjrlna of 
nine prisoners. \ ' 


Those prisoners were apparently arrested at about 
the same time as Olga Tala— ante, an American citizen, 
who was arrested on November 10, 197'!. Ms. Talamante 
was released shortly after the present military govern- 
ment took power in March 1276 as a result of diplomatic 
approaches by the United States government. 


. Since the other individuals involved are Argen- 
tine nationals, we suggest that you advise Dr. 
Ontiverous that he write to the Argentine Embassy, 
1600 Hew Hampshire Avenue, i). W. , Washington, D. C. 
20009. 


As an alternative, and since we understand that 
Ms. Talamante has presented her case to the Inter- 
American Human Rights Commission of the Organization 
of American States, you. may wish to advise Dr.
